Widows and Orphans Fund 


Some changes have been made in the methods 
of handling this branch of the work of Aahmes 
Temple in the interests of efficiency. 

Notices of assessments are now sent out on the 
first of each month for all assessments that have 
accumulated during the month by reason of visits 
from the Black Camel. Heretofore a postal card 
has been sent out for each assessment as it be- 
came due, but, in the interests of economy and 
efficiency, it has been decided to send out but one 
notification each month. This may make the 
assessments stem larger, but the assessments are 
less frequent. It is unfortunate but it was found 
necessary to impose four assessments during 
September. 

It should be remembered that this is in no 
sense insurance. It is intended solely that the 
widow of a Noble of Aahmes Temple who passes 
to the great beyond shall be provided with a sub- 
stantial amount of ready cash at a critical time 
when cash may be of great help. 

A meeting will be held Tuesday, October 27th 
to consider some further amendments to the By- 
Laws. All are urged to attend and take part in 
the discussion. 


Stated Meetings 


It is the desire of the Potentate that the 
attendance at the Stated Meetings be as large as 
possible. There is always important business to 
be attended to and there is always an interesting 
entertainment feature provided by that_hard 
working Noble, C. A. Muller, head of the Enter- 
tainment Committee. The first part of the meet- 
ing is devoted to business followed by a short 
program that is always worth while. 

The Shrine is a democratic organization, and 
it is the earnest wish of the Potentate that the 
members take part in the business meetings 
thereof. All matters affecting the membership 
are referred to the Nobles at these business 
meetings and all are urged to attend and take 
their part in shaping and carrying on the affairs 
of Aahmes Temple. 


Aahmes Membership 


Aahmes Temple should have a membership of 
five thousand at least. There are that many 
Scottish and York Rite Masons in the territory 
that Aahmes serves, and every one should add 
his name to our roll. 

To this end our Illustrious Chief Rabban, Louis 
J. Breuner, is heading a new Membership Com- 
mittee whose aim is to bring Aahmes Member- 
ship up to five thousand before the big December 
Ceremonial. 

But the membership must help our Chief 
Rabban, and we are making it as easy for the 
membership as possible. It will be hard enough 
for Noble Breuner. There will be found a blank 
in another part of this Bulletin which the Nobles 
of Aahmes are asked to fill out and mail at once 
to our headquarters. If you know a Mason 
eligible to membership in the Shrine send his 
name and address at once. 

It has been estimated that there are more than 
one thousand Scottish and York Rite Masons in 
the jurisdiction of Aahmes Temple who ought to 
make the pilgrimage to our Shrine. They should 
be told of our work for crippled children, of our 

Widows and Orphans Fund, of our amusements 
and entertainments and of the great work of the 
Shrine. 

The December Ceremonial will be the biggest 
and best ever, and the new members should take 
part. 


Aahmes Club Rooms 


The club rooms of Aahmes Temple are open 
from 9:00 o'clock in the morning until midnight 
and all Nobles are invited to make the club 
rooms their headquarters, particularly those 
from out of town. These rooms have been re- 
furnished and are most comfortable, and a good 
lunch is served at noon day at a price less than is 
charged elsewhere.
